One of the more easily discerned false doctrines being taught in the churches today is the idea that as Christians 
we must be united. It sounds so wonderful and good to be united, yet as Christ plainly tells us He came to bring 
division, not peace through unity. 

Unity is not Necessarily Good 

And the LORD said, Behold, the people is one, and they have all one language; and 
this they begin to do: and now nothing will be restrained from them, which they have 
imagined to do. Go to, let us go down, and there confound their language, that they may 
not understand one another's speech. So the LORD scattered them abroad from 
thence upon the face of all the earth: and they left off to build the city. 
Genesis 11:6-8 (KJV)© 

Unity in and of itself is neither good or evil; as we can see in the above passage the people of Babel were united, 
yet it was against God. 

Behold, how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in unity! 
Psalms 133:1 (KJV) O 

In the message "A Last Day Return to the Power of Unity" Carter Conlon uses the above scripture where David 
speaks of how wonderful it is for God's people to dwell together in unity. Later he quotes Paul in Ephesians 4:3 
0,13 O. The word 'unity 1 only appears in the bible thrice and for this sermon Mr. Conlon uses them all; 
however he misrepresents the meaning. As the psalmist says, unity is good and pleasant in the body of Christ. 
The problem is that the wolves try to teach us that we must sacrifice truth for the sake of unity. 

Till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ: That we 
henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, whereby they he in wait to 
deceive; 



Ephesians 4:13-14 (KJV) U 



Nobody would disagree that unity is a wonderful thing; however the only problem here is that none of these 
verses suggest that there is some inherent power in unity, or that we must ignore biblical truth for the sake of it. In 
the above passage Paul makes it plain that our unity must be in the faith, that is to say, anchored in biblical truth, 
otherwise we will be tossed to and fro by every wind of doctrine. 

Unity Comes Naturally When There's a Common Goal 

And they continued stedfastly in the apostles' doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking 
of bread, and in prayers. And fear came upon every soul: and many wonders and signs 
were done by the apostles. And all that believed were together, and had all things 
common; 

Acts 2:42-44 (KJV) 

The only kind of unity in the body of Christ that is desirable is that based on a group of believers with a common 
goal; to follow Jesus Christ and keep His commandments. This unity is not contrived but the natural result of 
being in agreement because the Spirit of Truth abides in them 

The unity that Carter Cordon and many other preachers are peddling is based on the compromise of the truth of 
the Word of God. This is something that I have seen him do time and time again, take scripture and misrepresent 
it in order to push this agenda, which is to condemn Christians who are calling others to repentance and 
righteousness. Calling for unity is just another devious tactic to blindside Christians who in obedience to the 
Word of God cause division in their churches by reproving and rebuking sin (2 Timothy 4:2 KJV U) and 
calling others to repentance.

Peace or division? Unity is a wonderful thing, but when forced to choose between peace for the sake of unity 
and division for the sake of truth the choice becomes clear. If there is any power to be had it is in being 
unleavened; in separating ourselves from the unprofitable and disobedient servants.
